* Krom Prince Eugene’s Camp at Treviglio Sept. 23. 


HE 19th of this Month we had Intelli- 
gence that the Enemy had detach’d to- 
wards Tredeci Ponti feveral Hundred 
Men Foot and Horfe ; and that that De- 
tachment advanc’d the Day before to 
Crema. Upon this Advice Prince Eugene of Savoy 
difpatch’d an Exprefs to Count Coningfeck Major 
General, to inform him of it, and order him to be 
upon his Guard, and come back to our Camp with 
his Detachment : His Highnefs likewife fent Colonel 
Spleny with his Huffars and 100 German Horfe, to 
meet him. The 18th the Exprefs we mention’d re- 
turn’d hither with Advice that Count Coningfeck 
was following him. In the Evening the Count ar- 
riv’d with his Detachment, and immediately waiting 
on Prince Eugene acquainted him that it was im 
fible for him to execute his Defign upon Tredeci 
Ponti, becaufe he had found that Poft in a better 
Condition than the Peafants had reported it to be in ; 
and befides, that the Enemy had from rime to time 
fent great Reinforcements thither from their Army 
upon Information given them of our Defign to fur- 
rize ir. The Count himfelf receiv’d a Wound by a 
Siaieass dee in taking too near a View of the {aid 
Poft of Tredeci-Ponti, but ‘tis not dangerous. The 
19th Colonel Spleny return’d to the Camp with his 
Party, bringing with him 5 Prifoners and 32 Horfes 
or Mules which he had taken from the Enemy's For- 
ragers near Lodi. The 20th Lieutenant Golonel St. 
Amour went out with a Party of 150 Horfe. The 
21ft he was follow'd by another Party of Horfe. 
The 22d nothing of Moment pafs'd. To Day (the 
23d.) thofe 2 Parties return’d to the Camp, without 
meeting any of the Bnemy, who keep clofe in their 
Camp of Rivolta, and in the Pofts they are poffefs’d 
of on the other fide of the Adda. 
From the Pari@ Gazette, dated October 10. 
From the Camp at Rivolta, September 25. The 
Duke of Vendome being inform’d that Priace Bu- 
gene had order’d his Troopsto make Barracks, as if 
he defign’d not to decampa long Time, has given like 
Order tothe Troopsof tance and Spain. He obferves 
the Enemy fo watchfully, that they can make no Mo- 
tion but he muft be fpeedily inform’d of ir. Prince 
Eugene being fenfible of the Importance of the Poft 
of the 14 Naviglios or Canals, of which the Duke 
of Vendome took Poffeffion on his Arrival from Pie- 
mont at the Army, detach’d the 17th of this Month 
the Count of Coningfeck, formerly Governour of 
Mirandola, with about 3000 Men to retake it. The 
Duke of Vendome had timely Intelligence of it, and 
fent 800 Horfe who carry’d behind them 400 Grena- 
diers. They made fo much Expedition, that they 
revented the Enemy, fo that there were only fome 
Skitmifhes, in which Count Coningfeck was danger- 
oufly wounded, which oblig’d the Enemy to retire 
and return to their Camp. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated October 15. 
From the French Camp at Rivolta, Sept. 27. The 
Imperialifts receive Recruits of Foot and Plorfe fre- 


quently, and daily expect Reinforcements, We have 
pofted Men on the other fide of the Adda in the Mi- 
laneze, to defend the Paffages of that River ; and 
can foon reinforce them with as many Men as occa- 
fion may require. Some are of Opinion Prince Ku- 
gene defigns to break up fecretly, to gain a March of 
us, and pafs to the other fide of the Ogio, to poffels 
himfelf of Uftiano and Marcaria, and tu lay a Briage 
over the Po near Borgoforte. If he do fo, we ihalt 
be oblig’d to lay a Bridge over the Po near Guattaila, 
and to poft our felves ar Coftollo, to hinder the Ene- 
my’s breaking into the Parmefan, and taking the fame 
Route Count Staremberg did to get into Piemonte. 
From the Paris Letter, dated October 5. 

Paris, October 5. The Venetians are determin’ 
to maintain the Refolution they have taken to remoye 
the War out of their Country : and ’tis cerrain they 
are raifing 10000 Men to guard their Terzitorics 
from Forreigners. Four Priefts have been carry’d from 
Bergamo to Venice, on an Accufation of deligning 
to let the Germans into Bergamo.

From Prince Eugene of Savoy’s Camp at Tievipiio, 
September 30. The 24th a ‘arty of the Euciry’s 
fnap’d one Man of our advanc’d Guard, and retird ; 
a Party of our Horfe went after them, but couid nat 
overtake them. The 25th the Enemy came agen 
within 2 Miles of our Gamp, with a ftrong Detach- 
ment of Foot and Horfe ; But Prince Engene caus’d 
them to be charg’d immediately by fome Troops, 
who put them co Flight, with thc Lofs of 1 Man 
kil’d and 5 taken Prifoners. The 26th Lieutenant 
Collonel St. Amour who had been fent our with a 
Party, return’d with 14 Prifoners he had taken. The 
27th feveral other Parties that we had fent out, re- 
turnjd to the Army, withort having gain’d any Ad- 

over the Enemy. The 28th one of our Par- 
ties of Huffars that was fent over the Oglic, recurn’d 
with 12 Prifoners and 40 Horfes or Mules, which 
they had brought off from under the Cannon of 
Bardolano, The 29th we receiv’d Advice that the 
Enemy had fent all their Huffars and fome Horfe ro 
Caitiglione : And Lieutenant Collonel St. Amour 
went out agen with a Party. To Day (the 30th) 
that Lieutenant Collonel fent in 17 Prifoners: Ano- 
ther of onr Parties has fent in 5: And we are in- 
form’d by Spies, that the Detachment the Enemy 
have fent to Caftiglione confifts of 600 Horfe and 
fome Foot.

Venice, October 2. On Sunday laft the Chevalier 
Ruzzini fet fail for Conftantinople, as Amba{fador 
extraordinary ; he will be follow’d in a little time by 
the Chevalier Erizzo, whom our Regents have no- 
minated to go likewife to the Port in Quality of 
Ambaffador in ordinary from the Republick. The 
Nuns of the Convent of St. Jerom, refolving to ce- 
lebrate the Feftival of that Saint, which was on 
Wednefday laft, with great Magnificence, borrow'd 
fome Days before of their Relations and Friends, a 
great deal of Plate as alfo Pictures and Tapiftry, for 
adorning their Church. But on Tuefday Night a 
lighted Wax Candle falling upon a piece of Tapiftry, 
fer it on Fire, which fpreading with great Violence, 
the Cpurch and all the rich Ornamonts in it were 
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confum'd in @ few Hours. The Prince of Wirtem- 
berg, who was wounded in the Battle of Caffano, 
finding himfelf difabled from ferving any more this 
Campaign, {et out from Brefcia the 25th of laft 
Month, to return to Germany.
